Gentlemen of the Council, and 
Gentlemen of the House of Representatives : 


Tur freemen having a second time failed to elect a chief magistrate 
of the state, I have again been:called to the discharge of the duties of 
that office by your suffrages. I accept the important trust with that 
gratitude which is due to such distinguished confidence, with that diffi- 
dence which is fearful to do wrong, and with that solicitude which is 
inseparable from a sincere desire to do right. 

At this enlightened age of the world, the criteria for judging of 
rulerg are their measures—not their professions. A candid, upright and ` 
honorable course, then, is the only way to ensure the approbation and 
snpport of their constituents; 

Government is instituted for the common benefit of all ; ang in its 
nature, a concentration of the public opinion to a certain form of publie 
rule. This may be supported in a government of force, by terror ; but 
in a republic, by patriotism, knowledge and public vittue: To sustain 
this attachment, the powers of the government must be so exerted as to 
secure to all, as far as is practicable, by general laws well executed, 
the enjoyment of the various gifts which God has bestowed upon them. 
Where the laws secure to every man the right to acquire and hold 
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property, the desire to accumulate wealth by fair and honest means, is 
compatible with, and inseparable from patriotism. . Enterprise.and in-. 
dustry are in the class of public virtues, because they are.the unfailing 
sources of wealth and power to.a nation. ` ` 2 mu 

Knewledge and virtue, then, are the main pillars of a republican gov- 
ernment, and the only permanent basis upon which they can rest is ed-. 
ucation. 'Phe venerable founders of our government were well aware 
of this great truth, and therefore declared in our constitution that ‘a 
competent number of schools ought to be maintained in each town for 
the convenient instruction of youth, and one or more grammar schools 
be incorporated and ‘properly supported in each.county in this state.” 
It becomes your duty, as guardians of «the public welfare, to inquire 
whether the good intentions and wise policy of our forefathers have 
been carried into effect in the various parts ef the state from whence 
you come, and to provide that the means of education should “be 
widely extended, and cheaply and easily afforded to every class of our 
citizens. | 

As commander in chief of the militia when not in the actual service 
of the United States, it will.not be.considered improper.to make.a few 
suggestions on that subject. As a frontier State we are more Interest- 
ed in an efficient organization of the militia than those States more re- 
mote from immediate attack. From our infancy we have all been 
taught the danger to be apprehended in a republic from a standing 
army. History is full of instruction on this subject and warns us in 
language too glowing to be unfelt and too plain to be misunderstoad,

To preserve the forms of war and the principles and feelings. of.mili- 
tary discipline, some regular troops are necessary ; büt our main de- 
fence must rest with the militia. They are our safeguard against in- 
ternal commotion and a shield against sudden invasion (tom external 
enemies. m 8 

The soil must be protected by its owners, and this must include a!l, 
because all have the right to acquire estates in fee simple. 

For the acquisition of military knowledge schools have been estab- 
lished in different parts of the country, where the'theory may be ac- 
quired, and much useful information obtained ; but these are not the 
only measures necessary in a country like ours to keep up a proper. 
spirit in the militia agzinst the time of difficulty and danger, from 
which no country can expect to be exempt in the present state of the. 
world. On the militia must we depend to meet the first advances of 
an enemy ; yet little benefit will be realized unless they are well arm- 


. ed, equipt and trained ; which must be attended with no inconsiderable 


xpense of time and money. Is it just to requiré the services of so 


. large a portion of our citizens and subject them to the 'expense of 
| equipment and training without some equivalent ?—Is it just that they 
. should bear a burden not borne by the other citizens of the State, and 


at the same tiré be compelled to contribute an equat proportion with 


_ others to the general expense ? 


Each State in the union has the same interest in the discioline of 
the inilitia of the other States as in its own ; there can be no impra- 
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beneficial consequences. 
Nothing has occurred to disturb the peaceful] relations of our country 
. with foreign powers ; and we may be permitted to mdulee the hope, 
that no aggression en their part or injustice on ours will intervene to 
change these relations. 

— ` Our relations at home have not been equally fortunate. Disturban- 
ces have occurred on our western border resulting in war with a band 
of the Indians, which has been attended with the usual accompaniments 
of savage warfare, and has produced scenes afflictive to humanity. 
The active operations of the war have terminated in (he capture or 
destruction of most of the encmy, yet consequences deeply injurious to 
our frentier settlers may ensue and continue for years to come. Our 
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relations with those unfortunate tribes, the remnant of a orice powerful 
people, it is feared, have not always been so conducted as to leave fa- 
vorable impressions on their minds with regard either to our justice or 
humanity. i 

At the last session of Congress, the law regulating the Tariff of du- 
ties received such a modification as was thought by its friends would 
spothe ihe jealousies of the South, and disarm the opposition which has: 

' been exhibited in that section of the Union ; but from recent manifesta- 

tions of public feeling in that quarter, we have. much reason to fear that. 
the party claiming the extraordinary right to nullify any law of Con- 
gress, which, ix their opinion, has not been passed in strict conformity 
to the provisions of the constitution of the ÜU. States, will result either in. 
immediate civil commotion, or a separation from the other members of 
the confederacy. Whatever may be the points of difference between 
parties in this government, in this they will all undoubtedly agree, that 
in union alone is there any adequate security for our liberty. It is in- 
deed not less essential to the existence of our confederated govern- 
ment, than is the principle ot gravitation to the harmony of the material 
universe. From time immemorial the successful maxim of ambitior 
has been to “ divide and conquer ;” but cemented as our union now is 
by excellent federal and state constitutions, yet if the invisible hand of 
foreign influence, or deep-rooted domestic prejudices and animosities, 
or the more fatal projects of unprincipled and vaulting ambition should 
obtain an ascendancy, we should too late discover that the loss of union 
is the irretrievable loss of our liberties. 


I feel it my duty to present again for your consideration, a subject to 
which I briefly alluded at the last session. It is that relic of a dark 
age and a barbarous code, imprisonment for debt. I cannot permit 
the occasion to pass without manifesting my decided disapprobation of 
this discordant feature in eur statutes, and expressing the opinion that 
7 is inconsistent both with the spirit of our laws and the constitution of 
the state. 


- A cannot, moreover, let the occasion pass, without again calling your 
attention to the imposition and multiplication of paths, and would re- 
new the recommendation on that subject contained in my communica- 
tion of last year. l ; 

In selecting such officers as are necessary to be appointed by the 
General Assembly, you will not fail to keep constantly in view that ar- 
ticle of our constitution, which recommends:a frequent recurrence to 
fundamental principles, and a firm adherence to justice, moderation, 
temperance, industry and frugality, as absolutely necessary to keep 
government free. l i ; 

In pursuance of a resolution of the last session, authorizing the Gov- 
ernor to appoint a suitable person to investigate the question whether 
the lands in the town of Wheelock, granted by this State to Moore's 
Charity School, are not forfeited, I appointed the Hon. Asa Aikens of 
Windsor, to make the investigation. His report, as soon as. received, 
will be laid before you. l 


It will be the duty of the General Assembly to appoint, at the pres- 
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ent session, a Senator to serve this state in tlie Congress of the United 
States, for six years from and after the fourth of March next. 


Any communications which have been, or may be, received by me, 
and which are proper to be laid before you, shall be communicated in 
due season for the action of the Legislature. 


In conclusion; permit me to express the hope that the different 
"branches of the government may act together in harmony—tbat a spirit 
of mutual forbearance and good will may charaeterize our proceedings, 
and that we may all strive to merit, in the discharge of our several 
functions, the confidence and approbation of our constituents, and the 
smiles of a gracious Providence, without whose aid all our efforts to ad- 
vance the public good, however well intended, will prove fruitless.

R E P O R T :—- 


To the Général Assembly now in session : 


The subscriber respectfully submits the following Réport relative to the State 
prison concerns, ending Sept. 30, 1832, for their consideration. 

He is happy to be able to communicate that while other State prisons in our 
neighboring states have been afflicted with sevefe sickness and death, the con- 
victs In our penitentiary have enjoyed in general a goed degree of health the 
year past, and that as fair a proportion of labor has been effected, as in any pre- 
ceding. The number of prisoners tbis year confined have been much less than 
formerly, having had at no period the year past a number exceeding 112 con- 
viets, consequently a less number of looms have been in operation, but owing to 
the general healthfulness of the convicts, and a prevailing disposition for industry 
and good conduct, I have been able to weave about the same quantity of cotton 
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goods as the year previous, having woyen the present year 141,453 yards, and 
also to centinue at the shoe-making .business through the season from 8 to 10 
men, as well as to manufacture about 1000 provision barrels. 

“Owing to the late sickness in our large markét towns, particularly in New- 
York, and which for a time almost put a stop to trade in our sea ports, I have 
möt been able to effect so large an amount ef sales of our state prison goods as 
usual the past summer, but from present prospects am encouraged to believe our 
goods will soon be disposed of at fair prices. 

The new prison for thé confinement of convicts at night, having been complet- 
ed and occupied about the first of Oct. 1531, I have since that time erected the: 
new cook house, and fade such alterations in the old work shops and yard as 
was necessary fór convenience, and to carry into effect the rules and regulations 
as new established fer the government of the prison, and the whole establish- 
ment contemplated by the act passed Oct. 1829, is now completed in all its parts. 
Agreéably to the dct passed by the General Assembly at their Oct. session, 1831, 
for the more permanent appointment of a chaplain at the state prison, the süb- 
scriber reports that the Rev. Joseph Curtiss was appointed to that office and 
continued during the year past performing service twice in the day og the sab- 
bath, and daily prayers with the convicts, and am happy to believe that. the 
ehaplain’s labors havé been attended with salutary effects upon the minds of the 
convicts, 

The sum collected the past year for admittance of visitors to the state prison 
amounts to $251 27, which sum is passed to the credit of thé institution.

The committee of Elections, on the remonstrance of John Wilcox and others 
against the election of John Wheatley, the returned member from the town of 
Brookfield, made the following 


REPORT, viz: 
To ths General Assembly now sitting : 


The committee of Elections to whom was referred the remonstrance of sundry 
inhabitants of Brookfield against the election of John Wheatley as a member of 
this House, beg leave respectfully to Report, That upon an examination of testi- 
mony offered by the remonstrants, and by the said John Wheatley, they find the 
following facts : 

That at the election holden at said town on the first Tuesday of September 
last, on the first balloting for a representative, there appeared, on sorting and 
counting the votes, to be for said John Wheatley 153 votes, for Nathaniel Wheat- 
Jey 160 votes, and seven scattering. On the second balloting there appeared in 
like manner for the said John Wheatley 158 yotes, for the said Nathaniel Wheat- 
Jey 160, and three scattering. On the third balloting, there were counted for 
the said John Wheatley 155 votes, for the said Nathaniel Wheatley 154 votes, 
and 2 scattering. Whereupon the said John Wheatley was declared elected, 

It further appears that on sorting and counting the votes upon the third ballot- 
ing, there appeared two votes for the said John Wheatley closely folded togeth- 
er: one of the said votes was about one inch wide and was folded twice ; the 
other was about three eighths of an inch wide and much shorter than the large 
vote, and was encloscd therein ;—that the peculiar connection of said two votes 
was noticed by one of the authority into whose hands it fell, on sorting the votes, 
and were kept from the other votes until completion of the counting, when they 
were counted for John Wheatley, and made part of the 158 votes counted for him 
as aforesaid. Your committee are of opinion that the said two votes folded to- 
gether in the manner above mentioned, were deposited in the box by one voter, 
and that therefore they ought neither of them to have been counted. 

Whereupon inasmuch as the deduction of the said two votes would reduce the 
number of John Wheatley’s votes to 156, being the aggregate of the votes given 
to Nathaniel Wheatley and the scattering votes, your committee are of opinion 
that the said John Wheatley was not duly elected and is not entitled to his seat. 

And your committee further report that on the first of said ballotings for repre- 

sentative, at which Nathaniel Wheatley had 160 votes, and John Wheatley 153, 
and seven scattering, one Horace Kingsbury, a legal voter in said Brookfield, 
handed to the presiding officer of said meeting a vote for Governor, Lieutenant 
Governor and Councillors, and with the same and laid upon the outside thereof, a 
vote for Nathaniel Wheatley as representative, which the said presiding officer 
did not separate, but put them both into the box containing the votes for said state 
officers, and that the said vote for Nathaniel Wheatley was not counted for 
him. ; 
Whereupon inasmuch as the said vote should have been counted for the said 
Nathaniel Wheatley, and would, if so counted, have given him a majority of all 
the votes cast for a representative at said balloting, your committee are of opin- 
ion that the said Nathaniel Wheatley was duly elected as a representative of the 
General Assembly, and is entitled to a seat on this floor. Your committee, there- 
fore report the following resolutions, viz.— 

Resolved, That John Wheatley is nof entitled to a seat on the floor of thia 
House. 

Resolved, That Nathaniel Wheatley ts entitled to a seat on this floor.

The Quarter Master General, whose duty it has been made by law to report 

annually to the Legislature the state of the arms and ordnance belonging to this 

State, begs leave to Report, 

"That since my last communication to the Legislatuse, I have caused the rifles 
therein mentioned to be cleansed, oiled and boxed ; and together with the mus- 
kets and rifle equipments then remaining at Middlebury, to be removed to 
Vergennes and deposited in the United States” Arsenal at tbat place. And that 
the arms, from a partial examination, without taking them from the boxes, ap- 
pear in good order. It is, however, contemplated overhauling (and cleansing, if 
necessary,) the quota received in 1824, as soon-as convenient. 

With a view to obviate any difficulty which might occur in consequence of 
relying upon a license obtained from a subaltern officer attached to the United 
States’ arsenal at Vergennes, to make our deposits in said arsenal, on the 5th day 
of March, 1832, L addressed a letter to the Hon. Lewis Cass, Secretary at War, 
requesting liberty to deposit the arms and ordnance belonging to this State in the 
United States’ arsenal at Vergennes until the room should be wanted for the use 
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afrihe United States, and in the month of April last, received a letter in answer, 
af which the following is a copy :

By the account current of my predecéssor, it appears that at the commence- 
ment of the session of the Legislature in 1881, the sum received by him, and 
paid to the Treasurer, after deducting expenses of sale, amounted to $339 32; 
since which period, I have received of agents, on account of sales of Ist and 2d 
volumes, $65,50.

A Report was received from the Commissioners appointed by 
the Governor and Council to visit the University of Vermont, as 
follows : 


To the Hon. General Assembly of the State of Vermont, now 
sitting : 


_ The Commissioners appointed by the Governor and Council to visit the Univer- 
sity of Vermont, respectfully Report to your honorable body--That but one of 
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their number was present at the annual examination of said University, and he 
but a part of the time. 

From what he witnessed on that occasion, however, and from information fur. 
nished by the Faculty of the Institution, the Commissioners are able to state that 
the internal regulations and by laws of the University appear to be well calculat- 
ed to carry into effect the general design and provisions of the charter—that a 
thorough and efficient system of instruction is pursued, to which the gentlemen 
of the Faculty are ardently devoted, and which promises to give to those who - 
pass through the prescribed course of study the character of thorough scholars. 

The funds of the Institution are in leased lands, yielding at present a yearly 
rent of a little more than two thousand dollars. This with $25 a year for the 
tuition of each student constitutes the entire annual income. The annual ex- 
penses have been about three thousand dollars. The debts due from the Corpo- 
ration amount to about eleven thousand and four hundred dollars. 

The estimated sums due to the Corporation from individuals, lesees, students, 
&c. together with some lands which the corporation may sell and apply to the 
discharge of a part of this debt, such being the purpose for which they were ac- 
quired by the Corporation, amount te about four thousand and five hundred dol- 
lars, leaving a balance of debt of nearly seven thousand dollars. Not far from 
half of this sum was expended in the erection and completion of the centre 
college building.

Oaths, made the following Repert :— 


To the General Assembly now sitting : 


The select committee to whom was referred the resolution, respect» 
ing “so much of the Governors’ Message, as relates to the subject of 
oaths," have taken the same into consideration, and respectfully submit. 
to the House the following 


REPORT: 


Your committee consider this a subject of so much magnitude, and, withal, 
so solemn in its nature, as affecting the universal interests of mankind, that they 
approach it with a responsible sense of that divine presence, in whose sight all 
things are naked and open. The limited opportunity they have had te cevote to 
the subject, tends in some degree, to embarrass their efforts ; but they are not 
disposed, on this account, altogether to abandon it. 


Oaths for important purposes, seem to have been handed down from a very re- 
mote antiquity. Hence we find that the patriarch Abraham ealled the chiefser- 
vant of his house, and made him swear by the God of heaven and earth, that he 
would not take a wife for his son Isaac of the daughters of Canaan. It was a 
matter of no small interest to him, that his descendants sbould not be of affinity 
with those, who were rapidly preparing for temporal destruction. From this 
piece of ancient history, we find an oath was used as a solemn and religious act, 
by making an appeal to God. It was, undoubtedly, so considered, in all the past 
ages ofthe world. A question may here be anticipated ; how came oaths connect- 
ed with civil concerns ? The answer presents itself at once, when we consider 
that in the old governments, whether patriarchal, theocratic, or monarchical, 
church and state were united. Hence religion, whether it consisted in the wor- 
ship of the true God, or was such as the rulers enacted for the purposes of facilita- 
ting their authority, was made directly to afford its sanctions to civil govern- 
ment. 
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It has ever been the part of wicked mon to cover falsehood, under the most 
solemn acts of veneration and devotion to their Maker. Hence comes perjury, 
and, perhaps, profane swearing. It is a striking circumstance, in the life of Pe. 
ter, that the only instance of profane oaths, recorded of him, was when he deni- 
ed, through shame, his Friend, his kindest Instructor. . 


An oath is explained by jurists to be an ** affirmation or denial of any thing, 
before one or more persons, who have authority to administer the same, for the 
discovery and advancement of truth and right, callinz God to witness that the 
testimony is true : therefore it is termed sacramentum, a holy band or tie.” Dr. 
Paley quotes from others, and says, ‘It is * the calling upon God to witness i. e. 
to take notice of what we say,’ and * invoking his vengeance, or renouncing his 
favor, if what we say be false, or what we promise be not performed. " From 
the first of these quotations, it will be perceived that oaths, by the common law 
of Great Britain, which is adopted as the common law of our own country, where 
not in opposition to our statute, a3 t'ibject to legal regulations, and are consid- 
ered in foree or null, according as they conform to, or vary from.such regulations. 
Hence we find the following in Jacob's Law Dictionary, and supported by author- 
ities therein named : ** All oaths must be lawful, allowed by the common law or 
some statute ; if they are administered by persons ina private capacity, or not 
duly authorized, they are coram non judice, and void ; and those administering 
them are guilty of a high contempt, for doing it without warrant of law, and pun- 
ishable by fine and imprisonment." This language is too plain to be misunder- 
stood. Still it may remain a question, whether oaths voluntary taken, should 
not be binding on the conscience, though they are evidently void in law. It is 
believed many instances of this kind might be named; in which they are so receiv- 
ed, if they are not so, in point offact. If oaths are, and ought to be, binding on 
the conscience, merely because they are taken in a veluntary manner ; then an 
honest man need only to be deceived, to be drawn into a snare, and chained by 
an oath to iniquity all his days ; and the wicked man may first yield to the impul- 
ses of his heart ; and by an oath, may find an excuse, for every aberration from 
the path of rectitude in which he is afterward found. His apology is, he walks in 
conformity to his oath. But in this, we believe he is deceived.  Puffendorf, as 
quoted by another, has expressly stated his opinion, that ** oaths oblige not, when 
they are absurd and impertinent." As every oath contains an appeal to God, it 
is evident, it can never receive his approbation, unless the assertion therein con- 
tained be agreeable to truth, or the promise be in conformity to his will. Hence 
the propriety of an other expression of Puffendorf, that ** an oath obliges not, if 
Ged does not accept it." i 


On promissory oaths, Paley, in his Moral Philosophy, is definite. He expressly 
states, that vr promissory. oaths are not binding, where the promise itself would 
not be so.** ** Promises,” he tells us, in another place, are not binding, where 
the performance is unlawful." Among the instances of this kind are to be no- 
ticed Herod's promise to his daughter-in-law, whieh by her demand of the head 
of John the Baptist, became unlawful ; yet in his conscience he did not feel him- 
self released from it. But not to enlarge on specimens of ancient history, your 
committee are of opinion, that oaths have been frequently administered in this 
State which no person supposes can have any binding force in law, and which we 
believe ought not to bind the conscience All practices of this kind are evident- 
ly in opposition to the principles of common law, as understood by our best ju- 
rists, as well as those of Great Britain, and altogether unauthorized by statute. 
What tends greatly to augment the practical evil is, that the consciences of many 
cling to these false oaths, as though they were sacred in the sight of God, 


Your committee are not aware that our statute provides any penalty for admin- 
istering extra judicial oaths of any deseription. When we consider that perjury 
is so strenuously guarded against by penalties of fines and imprisonments, we pro- 
pose it as a subject worthy the consideration ef the General Assembly, whether 
men should be allowed to administer oaths, coram non judice, without any other 
legal restraint than merely to be declared void in law, while, at the same time, 
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they bind a weak and erroneous conscience, with a high sense of moral obliga- 
tion. The mischiefs arising in society, from trifling with this high appeal to heav- 
en, without due legal restraints, have, we believe been very great. The moral 
effects, beyond all doubt are equally deleterious. 


^ Your committee would take this opportunity, to submit to the consideration of 
the Legislature, whether the oaths, now authorized by statute, might not, with 
propriety be abridged in their number. It is a remark often made, that the fre- 
quency of oaths has a tendency to diminish their force ; and especially, when 
used in cases of minor importance. One great end in the use of oatbs in law, is 
to settle controversies. They are the highest appoal for truth, that can be made 
by men. Hence it is said, in revelation, ** an oáth for confirmation is to them an 
end of all strife.?? It is therefore suited to their importance and solemn charac- 
ter, that they should be lawful, and also allowed by statute only, in cases where 

: a considerable degree of interest is involved. 


It may not be improper to notice in this place, that it is a question in the 
minds of many able and jndicious wen, whether, since Christian dispensation, 
oaths are allowable at all. Such people certainly escape the evil effects of per- 
jury, and every exposure to rash and unlawful swearing. Though your committeo 
are not prepared fully to adopt these sentiments, they cannot but mention them 
with profound respect. They should evidently have their bearing as an expression 
ofa respectable portion of community. 


Your committee, having bestowed on this subject, the reflection and labor 
which their limited oppertunity and ability would permit, respectfully report, the 
accompanying bill.

REPORT, 


in addition to the repoit of the committee : 


To the General Assembly now sitting : 


The undersigned, one of the select committee to whom was referred so much 
of the Governor's message as relates to the subject of oaths, though concurring 
entirely in the views contained in the report of the committee, begs-leave res- 


pectfully to submit the following iu addition to the suggestions embraced in that 
report. 


The main question presented in the message, to which the undersigned would 
direct the attention of the General Assembly, is, whether, in the language of his 
Excellency's previous message, **the administration of oaths should not be pro- 
hibited by law, except when necessary to secure the faithful discharge of official 
trusts, or to elicit truth in the administration of justice. In discussing this 
question, the only analysis which will be required is, to consider, 

First. The nature and influence of oaths ; and 

Second. 'The necessity of the prohibition sought. 


Man has been called, and may properly be considered, a religious animal. 
That there exists in his intellectual and moral constitution, an instinctive propen- 
sity to adore and worship some rr great first cause," as the author and governor 
ofthe world, the whole bistory of his race, in every clime, and under every form 
of faith and government, affords abundant and irrefragable testimony. Upon this 
feeling—this first principle ot human nature, rests the importance and the power 
ofan oath. All nations, whatever may be the state of their society or the frame 
of their government, have found it necessary, in all things relating to matters of 
right and justice, to resort, in some way or other, to this great and fundamental 
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principle which binds man to heaven and the responsibilities of an hereafter. 
Men may feel that they can escape the vigilance of human laws—avoid the ret- 
ributions of human punishment and set at nought the authority of human sanc- 
tions, while they will tremble at the thought of an appeal to the omnipotent 
Being above them, from whose presence and whose power they are conscious 
there is no escape, even theugh the arm of human vengeance may never reach 
them. Hence the necessity and importance, in certain cases, of placing men 
under the responsibility of this feeling, and causing them to appeal, as an earnest 
of their truth and rectitude, either directly or indirectly to their God as the being 
who will sanction er punish their actions according to the decisions of his omnis- 
cience and righteousness. An oath, then is, strictly speaking, a religious obser- 
vance, and is, in its responsibilities, a matter wholly between man and his Maker.- 
Human tribunals have no farther concernment with it, than to regulate- and eon- 
trol its sanctions for the purposes of human good. It may shortly be defined an 
appeal to God to sanction or punish the one making the appeal, according as 
what he may say, shall be true, or as what he may promise, shall be performed. 


The question may here arise, and the undersigned considers it a question, the 
proper decision of which is of the highest importance, is z man bound to the per- 
formance of whatever he may have sworn to execute without regard to the na- 
ture of the acts required? Orin other words, can an oath in form, justify the 
commission of what is criminal in itself ? Without stopping to remark, that 
writers on moral philesophy inform us that oaths follew the same rules of inter- 
pretation as promises, and that promises are declared vóid when their perfor- 
mance is either unlawful, impossible, or contrary to a former promise, &c it 
will be sufficient to say, that no oath can or ought to be binding in foro consci- 
éntio, the requirements of which are not sanctioned by the precepts of morality, 
the dictates of justice, or the laws of the land. To admit a contrary doctrine, 
would be to affirm that the form itself constituted the oath —that a promise to 
that effect, accompanied with an appeal to heaven, would not only sanction, but 
absolutely require the perpetration of crime—that a man weuld be guiltless in 
the commission of any enormities against the laws either of God or man, if he 


had but so sworn and could but urge, in justication, the plea of the blood thirsty 
Jew— 


, ** An oath, an oath, I have an oath in heaven." 


Who does not see that such a doctrine unhinges the wholé systém of moral ob- 
ligation and makes even God himself in certain cases, the patron of. wickedness 
and crime? Who cannot perceive that it is an act of bold and blaspheming im- 
piety, to ask a holy God to sanction the commission of an unholy act—an act 
which, perhaps, that very God has expressly prohibited? Who can fail to see 
that such a doctrine would at once fasten guilt and profanation and irreligion and 
. deeds of damning atrocity to the very throne of the Eternal himself? From the 

results of such an interpretation of the obligations of an oath, when fairly pre- 
sented, the mind shrinks instinctively and adopts at once, in aecordance with the 
better feelings of the heart and the surer dictates of the conscience, the doctrine 
so pertinently and yet so concisely expressed by the poet— 


* What is not holy that we swear, bides not.” . 


From the above considerations, it is easy to perceive not only the unbounded 
influence which oaths must necessarily have on the mind, but the importance, 
also, that they should not be resorted to on any trifling occasions, or for any ob-, 
jects but those of the greatest interest and the highest necessity to the welfare of 
community. It must be obvious to all, moreover, that they may be used, with 
most tremendous and irresistible effect, for the worst of purposes. Over the 
minds of the great mass of mankind they exert the most unlimited control, even 
when they exist only in form, and are destitute of every ingredient which should 
make them authoritative, and they operate, even in such instances, to bind the 
one who has taken them, with a force exactly proportionate in its intensity to his 
veneration for his God and the fear of his wrath! In how many cases, then, may 
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they be perverted to the most diabolical uses--be made even the source of in- 
iquity—become, in short, the instrument of crime and the parent of guilt! It is 
most manifestly, therefore, an object of paramount interest that their imposition 
and consequent influence should be confined within a narrow and proper sphere. 


The inquiry now presents itself, does any necessity exist for legislative interfer- 
ence to accomplish the above mentioned object? The undersigned feels con- 
strained to say, that, in his opinion, such necessity does exist and that it is occa- 
sioned by the existence and character of the institution of Speculative Freema- 
sonry. The only questions proper to be examined in this report relative to this 
institution are, whether it administers oaths and what are the character, influence 
and operation of those oaths? 


nder the name of Speculative Freemasonry, there exists in the country, an 
exfensive, organized and powerful secret combination, embraeing in its ranks men 
of ali classes, characters, conditions and professions. This combination assumes 
to itself the prerogative of administering oaths, which oaths constitute the bond 
and cement of the society. They are the distinguishing characteristic of the in- 
stitution, and are, in fact, masonry itself.—If, then, these oaths are net adminis- 
tered for proper objects—do not contain proper requirements and are, by conse- 
quence, of pernicious influence and fatal tendency, it is a matter of the most vital 
importance to the community, not only that the people should be made aequaint- 
ed with their character, but that they should also, be protected from their ope- 
ration. Asto what these oaths are, the public are not now in the dark. Cir- 
cumstances which transpired some few years since in the western part of the 
State of New-York, and which it is needless at present to relate, led to a com- 
plete and full disclosure of masonic secrets, both as to the ceremonies and the 
obligations contained within the pale of its mysterious sanctuary. The truth of 
the revelations with regard to these obligations, has been repeatedly substantiated 
by evidence given in courts of justice and no intelligent man, at the present day, 
will deny their correctness in any important particular. 

The following synopsis will bring to view some of the most striking features of 
these obligations. 

The Entered Apprentice mason swears to ‘always hail, ever conceal and 
never reveal any part or parts, art or arts, point or points, of the secret myste- 
ries of ancient freemasonry, which he has received, is about to receive, or may 
hereafter be instructed in, $e. and this he does ** without the least hesitation, 
mental reservation, or self equivocation whatever, binding himself under the no 
less penalty of having his throat cut from ear to ear, his tongue torn out by the 
roots and his body buried in the rough sands of the sea at low water mark, 
where the tide ebbs and flows twice in twenty-four hours, so help him God." 

Masons of the Fellow Craft, Mark Master, Past Master, Most Excellent and: 


Royal Arch degrees, are sworn ** to obey all regular signs, summonses or tokens, 
given, handed, sent or thrown to them from the hand of a brother mason or from 
a just or lawfully constituted Lodge.” . z 

Masons of the Master’s, Past Master’s, and. Most Excellent Master’s degrees, 
swear that ‘‘a brother's secrets given to them in charge as such, shall remain 
secure and inviolable in'their breasts, murder and treason excepted 7" and in the 
Royal Arch degree ** without any exception," or “murder and treason mot 
excepted.’ 

The Master Mason. swears that he ** will fly to the relief of a brother who 
shall give the hailing sign ef distress’? and that he will ** apprise a brother of all 
approaching danger if in his power." 

The Royal Arch Mason swoars that he ** will aid a Companion Royal Arch 
Mason, whenever he sees him engaged in any difficulty, so far as to extricate 
him from the same whether he be right or wrong." 

In addition to the foregoing it has been stated by many seceding masons from 
yarious parts of this state, who have taken the master's oath here, that it con- 
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tains a clause, usually in the Royal Arch oath, which binds the individual taking 
it, “to vote for a brother master mason in preference to any other person of 
equal qualifications ^ 


These are some of the requirements ef the masonic oaths as contained within 
the first seven degrees, the oath to every one of which degrees, is backed by the 
penalty of death in some form or other. In connexion with these oaths, it 
should also be remembered, are instituted signs by which masons secretly recog- 
DU other and claim the performance of the obligations which they have 
taken. 


Who can contemplate these oaths, without feeling that they were designed for 
mischief and.are directly calculated to ensnare the consciences of men and bind 
them to sanction principles and perform, or assist in the execution of, acts repug- 
nant to the laws of the land and hostile to religion and justice? Who does not 
see that they contain the proper requirements and proper machinery for obstruct- 
ing the wheels of government—thwarting the administration of justice—control- 
ling the elective franchise and trampling on the rights and privileges of those 
without the pale of the institution? Can any man, in the honesty of his heart 
and in the presence of his God, say that such.oaths are proper or that it is fitting 
they should be permitted to be administered in the land? Can they have any 
tendency but a dangerous and fatal ope? Do they not in effect, set up a claim 
to a separate government in the country and assume prerogatives compatible 
only with the unlimited sovereignty of the power which imposes them? Do they 
not, in fact, establish an imperium in imperio in this land of liberty and law ? 


. These obligations in their plain and literal construction, must inevitably inter- 
fere with the duties and obligations of the citizen, and if adhered to, must una- 
voidably result in the prostration of justice and the rights of the people. re Can 
a mason, fer example, discharge with fidelity, the duty he owes his neighbor, or 
‘yield a proper obedience to the calls of public justice, while he feels the force of 
his obligations to apprize a brother mason of all approaching danger and to aid 
and assist him, when engaged in any difficuity whether he be right or wrong 2 
Can he discharge his duty to the state as a witness, or a juror, while he feels 
bound by sworn obligations to keep a brother's secrets, murder and treason ex- 
cepted (or not excepted as in the Royal Arch oath)—to assist a brether in diffi- 
culty and to espouse his cause whether he be right or wrong, and to fly to the 
relief of a brother who shall give the grand hailing sign of distress? Can he dis- 
charge his duty as a freeman, when he remembers that he has sworn to promote 
the political preferment of a brother in preference to another of equal qualifiea- 
tions? And can he refrain from the commission of crime, when yielding to the 
terms of the obligation to obey all regular signs, summonses, or tokens of a law- 
fully constituted lodge, he receives the summons to assist in the execution ofa 
“c< masonic traitor?” 

It may be said, however, that notwithstanding these obligations, in many of 
their requirements are illegal and wicked in their literal sense, they are still not 
so understood by those who have taken them ; and that consequently they are, . 
instead of a source of mischief, a mere nullity, affecting those who have taken 
them, in no improper and unjustifiable manner. On this point let facts speak and 
they will show that the most alarming and treasonable of these obligations have 
been considered binding in their literal and most obvious construction, and 
been carried into practice by a striet fulfilment of -their stipulations. William 
Morgan, a citizen of New-York, become a member of the masonic government, 
swore allegiance to its authority and took upon himself its oaths in due form. He 
violated those obligations, rebelled against the masonic government, and suffered 
in consequence the penalty of his treason against its supremacy. This penalty 
which was death, was carried into execution by the members of the Masonic em- 
pire, in the face and in direct violation of the laws of the land, under the direction 
and guidance and with the sanction and protection of the order. It was done in 
obedience to masonic obligations and sustained by masonie power alone. Not 
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only this, but so complete ascendancy had its oaths over the minds and conduct 
of its subjeets, that when the institution cast itself upon its supremacy to screen 
the executioners of its own laws from the punishment of the laws of the land, it 
came off signally triumphant ; it reigned almost supreme on the witnesses stand, 
in the jury box and in the legislative hall. It laid the finger of its power upon 
the magistrate and he became a co-operator in the work of dethroning justice in 
her very temples—it east the mantle of its secrecy.over the crimes of its subjects 
and they became hid from the eye of public scrutiny and public vigilance--it 
threw the spell of its magic influence en the press and its voice was hushed in a 
silence as profound as the stillness of the desolate and lone wilderness—-it spread 
abroad, over and around all the institutions of the land the invisible though en- 
thralling spirit of its potency, and they became powerless as the palsied sinew— 
the sceptre of the law rolled in the dust and the arm of justice fell nerveless at 
her side. Freemasonry dwelt like an incubus upon the land ; she sat like a hag- 
gard witch in the seat of justice, and stalked like the genius of destruction over 
the ruins of all that made liberty a blessing. And while she thus dealt death and 
destruction upon all around, she hugged the perpetrators of the most daring and 
fiendish crime, in fond embrace to her guilty bosom. This is no picture of fancy 
—-facts would even add coloring to the description. The deliberate and accumu- 
lated acts of its votaries, therefore, show that they understood and felt bound by 
their obligations in their strict literal sense. These acts, in short, censtitute a 
practical comment on the oaths, which the force of no ingenuity can evade and 
the skill of no sophistry weaken. These very oaths exlst and their administration 
is not prohibited by legislative enactment in this State, and the question may, 
therefore be emphatically asked, are the Legislature prepared to sanction their 
longer continuanee and their perpetuation among the people ? 


The undersigned cannot close this report without remarking, that he has a high 
respect for very many gentlemen ef the masonic fraternity, of whose friendship 
he is proud and to whose elevation of character he would bear cheerful testimony 
—that as individuals and as men he considers freemasons entitled to the same 
degree of confidence and regard as are due to any portion of the community— 
that his objections lie against freemasonry, as a system, the very life and soul of 
which are its oaths, the tendencies of which are mischievous and the operation of 
which upon a vast majority of minds, if permitted to exist, may be, in the end, 
disastrous to the interests of the people and destractive to the liberties of the 
Republic--and that, therefore, their administration should be prohibited by 
statute under such penalty as shall be deemed necessary to secure the object 
proposed.

are two questions in the case, to which the attention of the committee have been 
drawn. D 1 


Ist. Whether an election made after 12 o'clock at night, of the first Tuesday 


of September of a representative and the balloting is began after that time, is a 
valid election ? 


2d. Can thé freemen’s meeting be dissolved by a majority of the freemen after 
a number of ineffectual ballotings and ho choice being made, and after 12 o'clock 
at night, Coñtrary to the consent of the minority ? 


.. The undersigned is of opinion that an election made after the first Tuesday of 
September, is not made according to the provisions of the Constitution, which, 
by the 8th section, declares that ** The house of Representatives of the freemen 
** of this State, shall consist of persons most noted for wisdom and virtue, to be 
* chosen by ballot by the freeinén of évéry town in this State, re&péctively, on 
** the first Tuesday of September annually forever." The undersigned is eon- 
strained to believe that it was the intention of the framers of the constitution to 
limit the choice of a representative to the first Tuesday of September, and that 
no fair construction of that instrument can extend the right of a choice to anoth- 
er day. He believes that this is the only literal or fair construction that can be 
put upon the constitution, and that it is the construction which that instrument 
has heretofore received. If it was necessary or expedient te put a more liberal 
construction upon the-constitution as is contended for, it might perhaps be acqui- 
esced in: but instead of its being necessary or expedient, it is the reverse. A 
sufficient time is given for a choice, by limiting it to one day, for all practicable 
purposés ; and if no choice is made in that time, it is at least presumable that no 
fair expression of the freemeñ can be made, and by extending the time indefinite- 
ly, it would put it into the power of a few who could endure more fatigues than 


the others, effectually to defeat the wishes and interests of a majority of the free- 
men of the town. 


The undersigned will not contend but that an election began on the first Tues- 
day of September and continued by common consent until after 12 o'clock and 
an election made, may be good, for then no one is injured—a majority of the 
freemen have declared their choice. But that there should not be a time when 
the freemen coüld withdraw, having failed to choose a representative, and have 
their rights saved, is a doctrine to which he cannot subscribe. The first Tuesday 
of September is no better day than any other to choose a representative, but it 
became necessary to fix a time for this choice, and as the constitution has fixed 
upon that day, he cannot see by what rule of constriction another day can be 
substituted, especially if expediency does not require it. It is said that the law 
directing the mode of election affords a construction to the constitution. It will 

-be admitted that the law cannot vary the constitution, and it certainly cannot 
be a forced construction of the law to suppose that the law only intended to reg- 


ulate the mode and manner of proceeding in elections on the day prescribed by 
the constitution. 


Upon the second question, the, undersigned believes that the right of represen- 
tation is a corporate right, and when the freemen who compose that corporation 
are present, they have in their corporate capacity, the power of acting and con- 
troliing their proceedings. And if having made ineffectual trials to choose a rep- 
resentative, until twelve o'clock on the night of the first Tuesday of September, a 
majority of the freemen have the power, without the consent of the minority, to 


dissolve the meeting, and that an election made by the minority would not be a 
legal election. i 


This is in answer to the second question, independent of the first.

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The undersigner, one of the committee to whom was referred the memorial of 

. Seymour and others against the election of John H. Sherrill, the sitting mem- 
ber from Vergennes, begs leave respectfully to offer his opinion relative to the 
legal questions involved in said case. 


It is apprehended, that the intention of the ** House," in referring the said 

menídrialto the said committee, was to ascertain the views of the committee 
upon two distinct legal questions, which arise in the casé under eonsideration. 
It will therefore be unnecessary to allude in this report to the facts which have 
already been found and reported to the house. The questions alluded to are. 
Ist. Is an election of a representative commenced, and made after 12 o'clock at 
right after the first Tuesday of September legal and valid. 2d. Can the freemeri. 
of any town, when assembled to choose a representative by vote of a majority of 
the freemen present dissolve thé said meeting without electing a representative. 
The 8th section of the constitution provides, ** That the house of representatives 
of the freemen of this State shall consist, &c. to be chosen by ballot by the free- 
men in every town in this State respectively on the first Tuesday of September 
annually forever. Now should a literal and rigid construction be given to this 
-section, it would probably be settled that the election must be commenced and 
completed on the first Tuesday of September. But if we reflect upon the conse- 
quences of such a limited construction of the constitution, it is believed we 
should hesitate long before we should be inclined to adopt it. H is apprehended’ 
that the people would yield with great reluctance to a construction, which might 
so essentially abridge one of their most cherished and inestimable rights. The- 
people by their legal representatives have the sole, inherent and exelusive right 
of governing and regulating the internal police of the State. "The right of repre- 
sentation, therefore, is obviously one of the most sacred privileges of this people. 
The rigid construction alluded to might essentially embarrass and would probably 
often entirely defeat the exercise of this privilege. All the freemen in any given 
town might be desirous and anxious to be represented in the Generai Assembly. 
Shall they, without any fault, be debarred this right. They certainly might be, 
if their efforts to elect are to be terminated by the lapse of the day on which the 
election is to commence. Such a doctrine, it is believed, is against precedent, 
and is entirely opposed to the settled eonstruction of the constitution and the 
laws in similar and analagous cases. 


The 8th article of the Constitution provides “' that all elections ought to be 
free and without corruption, and that all freemen having a sufficient evident 
common interest with and attachment te the community, have a right to elect 
and be elected into office agreeably to the regulations in the constitution. The 
majority ef the committee, as appears by their report, find in this article an ex- 
press recognition of the right of every freeman to be represented in the General 
Assembly or in other words they are of the opinion that a majority of the people 
in any given town are, by this article of the constitution, denied the power of 
voting not to send a representative to the General Assembly. New it is believed 
that said article of the constitution recognizes no such principle. Ht is appre- 
hended, that the framers of the constitution designed in that article to give prom- 
ineney and efficacy to a political principle, which is in perfect unison with the 
spirit of all our institutions. The words in that article—** All freemen having a 
sufficient evident common interest with and attachment to the community, have 
a right to elect and be elected into office," Se, amount to nothing more or less 
than a strong and explicit recognition of the doctrine of universal suffrage and an 
equally strong and explicit disavowal of that anti-republican principle, whieh re- 
quires a property qualification to entitle a man to exercise the privileges of a 
freeman. The framers of our constitution considered virtue and intelligence the 
only qualifications necessary to entitle a man to vote and to be elected into any 
office, and they emphatically expressed that sentiment and that alone in the Sth 

Article of the constitution above alluded to. The undersigner believes therefore 
that we must look to some other part of the constitution to find the provisions 
which are applicable to the question now under consideration. 
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"In the 7th section of chapter 2, it is expressly declared that each inhabited 
town may choose a representative. Now it is believed that the constitution in 
‘said section expressly confers a right upon the town in its corporate capacity to 
choose a representative. The constitution confers no such right upon any other 
‘body of men. It seems to follow then, that the right to elect a representative is 
a corporate right, to be exercised by the towns in their corporate capacity, and 
aot a personal right to be exercised by individuals; subject to no control. 

From these views the undersigner is of the opinion, 1st. That an election may 
¿be valid, though commenced and completed after 12 o'clock at night after first 
Tuesday of September. 2d. That a majority of the freemen assembled may vote 
£o dissolve the meeting without electing a representative.

"The undersigned having been appointed by his Excellency the Governor, in 
pursuance of your joint resolution of the 9th of Nov. 1831, “* to investigate the 
question whether the lands in the town of Wheelock granted by this Staté to 
Moor's Charity School, are forfeited to this State,” respectfully 


REPORTS-- 


That the question, the solution of which is sought by the resolution, being a 
mixéd question of law and fact, lie has been at some loss to determine whether 
it would best meet the sense of the Legislature, as expressed in the resolution, to 
submit his own opinion only of the legal question arising on the facts found, as 
** the result of his inquiries ;*? or whether he would better discharge his düty by 
giving succinctly the facts, as he has ascertained them to exist, leaving the legal 
question open to the unbiassed action of the sense of the Legislature. Upon 
mature reflection, he has come to the conclusion to present, in their most natural 
order, all the facts material to the question, which he has found to exist, and 
which are to his view, capable of judicial proof, and his opinion on the same. 


The township of Wheelock was, on the application of Dr. John Wheelock, 
then President cf Dartmouth College, and also styling himself President of 
Moor’s Charity School, granted to him, as President of said school, and to the 
Trustees of Dartmouth College, by a proper charter issued under the seal of this 
State dated the 14th day of June, 1785. The operative words of the grant are 
<“ We do, by these presents, in the name and by the authority of the freemen of 
the State of Vermont, give and grant (the said township, deseribing it by metes 
and bounds,) unto him the said John Wheelock, as President of said scheol, and 
to the Trustees of said College, the said Wheelock as President, and for his suc- 
céssórs in office, to have and to hold the one moiety of said premises, solely and 
exclusively for the use and benefit of said school forever---and the said Trustees 
and their successors in office to have and to hold the other moiety, solely and 
exclusively for the use and benefit of said Dartmouth College forever." To this 
grant is appended two certain ** conditions and reservations" (as they are styled 
in the charter,) which are, in substance, that one hundred and fifty acres of the 
land near the centre of the township be located and reserved for the use, benefit 
. and support of the ministry of the gospel, and a like parcel for the use and sup- 
port of an English school or schools in said township. "This has been done. 

The charter then concludes with the following declaration---‘* And whereas, 
the said grant of land is for a publie and important use, it is hereby declared that 
the lands and tenements in every part of said township or precinct, shall forever 
be free and exempt from public taxes ; that is to say, so long and while the in- 
comes and profits shall: be actually applied (by the said President and Trustees 
and their successors) to the purposes of said College and'scheol, as above ex- 

ressed.”” 
d Whether at the date cf this grant, Moor's Charity School had a legal, or even 
an actual existence, or whether, previous to the 5th of November, 1808, any aet 
. had been done, or emitted to be done, by which a forfeiture had been incurred, is 
not now material to consider, (except as ancillary to another braneh of this in- 
quiry) ín consequence of other proceedings in relation to the subject of these 
lands, which I will now proceed te state. i 
The right of Doctor Wheelock to hold these lands was, at a pretty early period, 
made a question in the Legislature òf Vermont, and it has been several times 
since revived. It appears from the journals of the Legislature that the subject 
was brought under discussion in the General Assembly at their session in 1799, in 
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- ^ 1800,and again in 1806 ;---that in 1807, an act was passed, appointing two 
agents to institute a suit at the expense and on behalf of the State, for the pur- 
pose of inquiring into the validity of that part of the grant made to John Whee- 
lock, President of Moor’s Charity School. A suit was accordingly actually com- 
menced, but the Legislature directed it to be discontinued, by a subsequent act 
passed the 8th of Nov'r, 1808. = 


Pending these proceedings, Doctor Wheelock being apparently apprehensive of 
the result, and probably aware too, that ** Moor's Charity School’? had then no 
legal corporate existence, except as the identical entity incorporated by the 
royal grant of Dec'r 13th, 1769, by the name of Dartmouth College, applied to 
tbe Legislature of New-Hampshire for aid. That Legislature, at their session in 
June 1807, passed such an act in his favor as he desired, and probably dictated. 
The act, after various recitals, which are certainly singular enough, and some- 
what incongruous in themselves, proceeds to erect into a corporation the chari- 
table establishment then actually on foot and under the control of Doctor Whee- 
lock. It also provides that the President of Dartmouth College and his sücces- 
sors in office for the time being shall forever thereafter be, and is thereby declar- 
ed to be the President of Moor’s Charity School, and that the Board of Trustees 
of the College shall, in like manner, be the trustees of the school. The act 
further provides and declares that the said school, as a corporation, shall be 
known and called thereafter by the name of ** The President of Moor's Charity 
School." ! 


Having thus procured for his school, in its then actual state, a legal corporate 
“existence, and provided it with a name, an ez officio President’ and board of 
Trustees with perpétual succession, Doctor Wheelock repaired again to the 
Legislature of Vermont, and on the 5th of November 1808, procured from them 
an act specially recognizing and declaring the power of this school and the presi- 
dent thereof, to take, hold, and enjoy the lands in question, recognizing also, and 
declaring the Trustees of Dartmouth College to be trustees of the school, and 
specially ratifying and confirming to them the grant of the 14th of June 1785, to 
the uses by that grant intended, with the restriction, however, that the avails of 
the grant should be thereafter expended agreeably to that intent, by the Presi- 
dent, with the advice and concurrence of the Trustees. 


Now notwithstanding the incongruous preamble and mystical confusion of epi- 
thets adopted in the acts of New-Hampshire and Vermont, to designate this 
school or the beneficiary of this grant, it is too clear, in the mind of the under- 
signed to admit of doubt, upon any just grounds of legal construction, that the 
act of the 5th of Nov’r 1808, is a grant, or a confirmation and modification of a 
preexisting grant, (which is of the same effect) to a body corporate, or (o a 
trustee endowed with perpetual succession, to the use of that body, or to both. 
Whether in judgment of law, the President of the school as such, and the school 
itself in its corporate capacity, are not, by the act of 1808, constituted tenants in 
&ommon of the lands, the one as trustee to the use of the other, and the other to 
ats own use—or whether, bv the epithets ** President af Moor’s Charity School,” 
the corporation itself is not intended, (as that is the name accorded to it by the 
statute of New-Hampshire) are questions which may be interesting and perplexing 
to those affected by them ; but it is believed they have no bearing upon the valid- 
ity of the grant itself. If the grant of 1785 can be understood as being, made to 
Doctor Wheelock himself, in trust for the school, he certainly was capable of 
taking, and it was not essential that the cestui que trust should have a legal ex- 
jstence. It was sufficient if it existed in fact. If the grant was only to him in 
his capacity as President, and as such, he was without legal successors, it is not 
perceived but that it would be good to him, (he being in fact such president) and 
fail only with the failure of the successors ; as in the former case it would fail on 
the failure of the cestui que use. 


It is apprehended, therefore, that this subject has been heretofore pursued, not 
ro much from a conviction that the grant was void from incapacity in the grantee 


` 185 
to take, as from a belief that it was void from fraud in its inception, or that it 
had subsequently become so, by reason of a breach of its conditions. 

Whatever grounds may formerly have existed for the belief that the Legislature 
were originally deceived as to the importance or merits of the object of the grant, 
in as, much as that subject has been distinctly and repeatedly before them, and its 
investigation has once terminated in a solemn act consistent only with its fairness, 
(the act of confirmation) it is believed ¿hat topic cannot be again revived with 
any sembiance of propriety or prospect of success. "PEEL 

It only remains to inquire, then, whether the grant has been forfeited by any 
act or omission of the grantees, since the 5th of Nov'r, 1808. 

It is to be bourne in mind, that the State of Vermont is not the fownder of 
this Charity, and therefore has not the fight of visitation. At the date of the act 
of confirmation it was a pre-existing entity, and its discretion was alréady confided 
to trustees designated by law. That discretion in relation to these funds is no 
otherwise limited then by the cond:tions imposed in the grant itself. 


The act of the 5th Nov. 1808, confirms the grant ** with all the uses therein 
contained, according to the tenor, true intent and meaning thereof, and directs 
the President with the. advice and concurrence of the trustees to expend all the 
avails accruing to said school front the said’ granted premises, agreeably to the 
true intent of said grant. 

On recurring to the charter to ascertain this intent, we find the school there 
described, as being situated on the east bank of Connecticut river, and as having 
been, and still being **of important service in diffusing useful literature among 
mankind, and through this State in particular—and that ** for the due eneour- 
agement and for promoting the useful and laudable designs of said school," 
these lands are granted to be held solely and éxclusively for the use and benefit 
of said school forevér." And they are to be free and exempt from publie taxes 
so long and while the income-and profits shall be actually applied (by the said 
President and his successors) to the purposes of said school as above expressed." 
These expressions are all there are in the charter throwing any light on the sub- 
ject of the ** intent’? of the grant, and are the only legitimate sources whence 
that intent is to be inferred, other than what results from a knowledge of the 
then actual state of the school. The undersigned has taken no inconsiderable 
pains to ascertain the origin and objects of this school, and its funds and man- 
agement from its earliest history to the act of 1808. But lie is convinced upon 
reflection, that these are topics which can have no legitimate bearing upon the 
present inquiry. The beneficiaries have only to take their stand on that act, and 
they are safe till they have contravened its provisions. 


As tending, however, to show what the grantees must have meant by their 
description of the school, as having been and still being rr of important service in 
diffusing useful literature among mankind and thtough this State in particular," 
the undersigned presents the following synopsis of those facts. 

In 1742, the Rev. Doctor Eleazer Wheelock, then of Lebanon in Cenneeticut, 
had in his family, in a course of instruction, one Sampson Occum, a Mohegan 
Indian, of whom he speaks in his ““Narratives,”? as receiving support from the 
London Commissioners at Boston. The success of this Indian in study suggested 
to the Doctor the idea of a sckool for Indians. 

In 1754, he received two Delawares into his family, and the same year one 
Joshua Moor of Mansfield, Conn. made a donation, stated in some documents to 
have been land, in others a tenement, for the use of the school in Lebanon. 
There is no evidence, however, of the school having taken the name of Moor, 
till long after that period, nor indeed till after the incorporation of Dartmouth 
College, (if we except the book of accounts of the President of said school—the 
fore part of which is evidently a compilation, in the hand-writing of Doctor John 
Wheelock, prepared by him from some data not now known to the authorities of 
the school.) at some period previous to the 8th of June, 1789. 

In 1761, the number of the Indian students had increased to eleven. 

in 1765, Dr. Wheelock, through a Mr. Whittaker ana Sampson Oceum, so- 
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licited aids in England and Scotland, where upwards of £9000 were collected. 
The English monies were deposited with a board of Trustees constituted for the 
purpose, (of whom the Earl of Dartmouth was the principal) to be drawn out by 
Doctor Wheelock ; and the same was all drawn and expended for the use of the 
school before his death. The Scotch monies, between £2000 and £6000, were 
placed in the care of the Society for propagating Christian knowledge, who only 
give out the interest. The latter fund has been well managed, and now yields 
-about $600 per annum, which the President of the school has a right to draw 
for the education of Indians at the school or College. ` 


^ In 1768, Doctor Whecloek entertained the design of a college, and organized 
his schoel in two departments, employing a tuter for those who were of college 
standing. A removal of the school was about this time contemplated, and its 
present seite was eventually resolved upon as the place of its location. 
In 1769, he solicited and obtained for the school, (whatever it was) a charter, 
by the name of Dartmouth College. - 
The undersigned is well aware, that it is stated in a memorial of Dr. John 
Wheelock, presented to the Legislature in 1799, that this schoel assumed the 
name of Moor's Charity School in 1754, and that in 1769 the government of 
Great Britain, through Governor Wentworth, issued a charter of incorporation 
for a College in the western part of New-Hampshire, in which said charter of 
incorporation he distinctly recognizes said Moor’s Charity School, and incorpo- 
-rates the same with Dartmouth College ;—that, in a report of a committee of 

this Legislature, submitted to the House in 1808, it is stated that it appears from 
the charter of Dartmouth College, and many other documents, that the said 
school was not converted into a college, but did exist as a distinct school, &c. 
but being a branch of the same institution—and that the latter idea is reiterated 
by Doctor John Wheelock in his ** Observations on Facts,” and. again in the 
preamble of the act of New-Hampshire ef 1807. But the undersigned is con- 
strained to say, that after the most diligent inquiry, he has found no satisfactory 
proofs by which these assumptions can be sustained. On the contrary, the char- 
ter does not allude to any school by the name of JMeor's Charity School; but , 
after reciting the labors of (Doctor Wheelock in setting on foot, maintaining and 
procuring funds for an Indian Charity School, it proceeds in these words :— 
** And the said Wheelock has further represented a necessity of a legal incorpo- 
ration, in order to the safety and well being of said seminary, and its being capa- 
ble of the tenure and disposal of lands and bequests for the use of the same,” &c. 
Upon the foundation thus laid,\by way of recital, the charter proceeds to erect a 
body corporate by the name of Dartmouth College, and extends its sphere of ac- 
tion from ** youth of the Indian tribes," (to whom it had previously been confirm- 
ed) to “English youth, and any others." 


The charter also proceeds to make it ** the duty of the President of the College 
annually to transmit to the Right Honorable, Honorable and worthy gentlemen 
of the Trust in England, before mentioned,’’ (meaning the Earl of Dartmouth 
and others, Trustees of the donations collected there, for the use of the school, in 
1765,) ** a faithful account of the improvement and disbursements of the several 
sums he shall receive from the donations and bequests made in England through 
the hands of said trustees; and also advise them of the general plans laid and 
prospects exhibited, as well as a faithful account of ali remarkable occurrences, 
in order if they shall think expedient, they may be published. And this to con- 
tinue so long as they shall perpetuate their board of trust, and there shall be any . 
of the Indian natives remaining to be proper objects of that charity. Such ac- 
counts were published. And Doctor Eleazer Wheelock, in giving a narrative of 
occurrences about this period, makes use of these words—** My next object was 
to obtain such an incorporation as would effectually secure the generous dona- 
tions made to this school." "And accordingly I employed a proper agent to 
solicit his Excellency Governor Wentworth,” ** and by him have obtained a gen- 
erous charter, by the name of Dartmouth College.’’ 


After perusing these testimonials, one cannot but admire, that it should ever 
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have been surmised or pretended, that the school, of which Doctor Wheelock was 
the founder, continued to be, or was, after the date of the charter, any other 
thing than this ¿identical Dartmouth College, enlarged, improved and perpetuat- 
ed under a new nanie, by that instrument. - : 


It is, nevertheless, true that at some period between the date of the College 
charter and the year 1789, it was thought expedient, either by Dr. Eleazer 
‘Wheelock, (who died about the year 1775,) or by Dr. John Wheeloek, his son ` 
and successor, to resuseitate or to create anew, the Indian Charity school, and te 
tréat it as a thing distinct from, though some how connected with, Dartmouth 
College. Accordingly some Indian youths were received, and treated by the 
President of Dartmouth College as belonging to a separate school, then denomi- 
nated Moor’s Charity School. It is said, in a report of a committee of this 
Legislature submitted to the House in 1808, that this -sehool was, by the last will 
and testament of Dr. Eleazer ‘Wheelock, “ declared to be known and called by 
the name of Moor's Charity School.” The fact was probably so, but the under. 
signed has not been availed of any evidence to sustain it. Whether this was the 
origin of that distinctive appellation or not, it is, perhaps, not very material to 
inquire ; but it is quite certain, and capable of judicial proof, that from about 
the period of the death of Doctor Eleazer Wheelock, this school did exist in 
faci—Indians, and perhaps some others were educated and supported there by 
the President of Dartmouth College, who: assumed the character also of Prest- 
dent of the school, and appropriated to that object the avails of the Scotch fund, 
and some other monies. - 

If the motives, which led to the re-preduction of this school, and the upholding 
of it as a thing distinet from the College, have -ever been avowed, they have not . 
come to the knowledge of the undersigned. The most obvious way of accounting 
for it, is, that probably Dr. Wheelock wished to secure two objects, 1st. the shewing 
his school as possessing a corporate capacity, which it did not, unless the charter 
of the College gave it ; and 2d, the acquisition of the school to his exclusive ju- 
risdiction and management, that it might descend by law, to his heirs ; or, per- 
haps, the quieting of the foreign contributors, who might otherwise suppose that 
their gifts made for educating Indians, weuld be appropriated to the building up 
of an English college. 

In the account book before mentioned, which was compiled by Dr. John 
Wheelock, probably in 1789, the school, by the name of Moor's Charity School, 
is made debtor between the 6th of May 1767, and the 8th of June 1789, for sup- 
porting missionaries, school-masters, English and Indian youths, labor and build- 
ings, and miscellaneous charges in the sum of £M.15,200 6 11 1-4, and is ered- 
ited within the same periods, by bills of exchange and donations, in the sum of 
£M13,613 2 1-2— leaving a balance due from the school to Doct. John Wheelock 
of £M.1587 6 9. This balance, however, was then reduced by certain credits on 
account of his father to £M.331 4 2 1-2. d 


From 1789 to July 21st, 1502, it appears from a certificate, signed by four of 
the Trustees of Dartmouth College, on this book of aecounts (which committee 
appear to have acted at the request of Dr. John Wheelock, as President of 
Moor's Charity School,) that he had, within those periods charged for expendi- 
tures on account of the school £M.1312 6 1, and credited on account of rents 
and receipts from other sources £M.1290 19 11; and the committee at the latter 
date certify a balance due to the President against the school of ¿£M.600 10 
9 1-2. 

Similar accounts are kept up and audited by such committee from time to time 
till the death of Dr. John Wheeloek ; after which, on the 9th of December, 1819, 
a committee of the Trustees of the School, under the acts of New-Hampshire 
and Vermont, consisting of Elijah Paine, Moses P. Payson and Ezekiel Webster, 
find due from the school to his estate, the sum of $1744 99 cents. 


On the 15th of Jan’y 1828, there was due his estate from the school (after de- 
ducting a legacy of $1000, given by his will to the President of the School, as a 
charity fund for the aid of indigent students) $3191 50, as appears by a concordat 
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entered on the record, signed by Bennett Tyler, President of Moor's Charity 
School, and FFn. Allen, Executor of the last will of John Wheelock. i 

The operations of tle school were discontinued in August, 1829, by the direc- 
tion of the Board of Trustees, with a view to the payment of this debt. It is 
now reduced, by an application thereto of the income from the funds, to the sum 
of $475 and interest thereon for about one year. The undersigned is informed 
by Dr. Lord, the President of the school at this time, that he will probably be 
enabled to pay oif this balance the ensuing winter, when, after refitting the 
Academy it is his intention to re-open the shool, unless he should, in the mean 
time, be authorized to appropriate the fund to an object of more unquestionable 
public utility. 

The undersigned has been thus particular on the financial state of the school, 
not that he deemed it essential to the question under consideration, but that the 
Legislature may be availed of the actual state of the object of their- charity at ` 
the time of the grant, and the necessity of the present suspension of the opera- 
tions of the school. - 

The undersigned finds that these lands began to be available to the school in 
some degree, in a few years after the grant—that they have yielded at times 
nearly or quite $600 per annum. But from 18165, soon after the commencement 
of ihe controversy between the Trustees of Dartmouth College and the State of 
New-Hampshire, payment of the rents was suspended by the tenants, they not 
knowing whom to pay to, and were not resumed again, to any considerable 
amount, till 1823, owing to that controversy, and the interregnum in the Presi- 
dency occasioned by the removal of Doct. Wheelock. the death of President 
Brown, the declension of Doct. Spring and the resignation of President Dana, 
events which followed each other in such rapid succession as to create a virtual 
interregnum in the Presidency of the College, and consequently of the school, 
till the latter period. During this time large arrearages accrued, and considera- 
ble sums were lost by deaths and tho failure or removal of tenants. Several 
leases were forfeited also, and possession had to be regained by suits at law. 
Soon after the accession of Doct. Tyler to the presidency in 1828, payments 
were renewed, and the actual receipts, since that period, have varied from $875 

o $450 per annum. In 1831, tLe nominal amount of the rent-roll, supposed to 
be available, was $437 46. The nominal sum due in January of that year, was 
$2450 22 cents. 

The undersigned finds, that from the date of the acts of New-Hampshire and 
Vermont, in 1807 and 1808, the school was continued, and appears to bave been 
conducted agrecably to the provisions of these acts, receiving both Indians and 
whites, the former gratuitously, and furnishing the latter their tuition gratuitously 
jin some instances, but in others they were charged asin other seminaries, This 
appears to have been the case till the suspension of the Wheelock rents in 1815. 
From that period to the suspension of its operations in 1829, it was continued, 
though in a languishing state, being sustained in part, by the receipts from the 
Scotch fund, and in part by receipts from tuition, and, it 1s said, by some private 
subscriptions in Hanover and its vicinity. 

The undersigned has been unable to discover anv actual diversion of the funds 
from the object declared in the grant. Doctor John Wheelock conducted the 
operations of the school and its funds for several years, without professedly 
charging any thing for those services. But he at length procured a certificate of 
several of the trustees of Dartmouth College, acting in the capacity of the com- 
mittee beforementioned, to be entered on the book of accounts, certifying their 
opinion that the President was reasonably entitled to the sum of $200 per annum 
for those services. The undersigned finds no legal grounds for believing that 
that certificate was not conformable to the fact, and made in perfect good faith. 

' Since that certificate, 8200 per annum has been allowed the President for those 
services. 

The amount of the gratuitous instruction furnished by the school, it is now dif- 
ficult to ascertain, or who have been the particular objects of it. But he is of ` 
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opinion, that this is & matter delegated by the grant to the discretion of the 
Board of Trustees, for the particular exercise of which, within the pale of the 
grant, they are not, in law, amenable to this Legislature. 

The undersigned deems it an act of justice due to Doctor Lord, the President 
of the College and school, to testify to the Legislature the respectful eonsidera- 
iion he has given to the resolution of this House, and the frankness and candor 
with which he has afforded facilities to the investigation which it required. 

Although it is the opinion of the undersigned, upon the whole case, that by the 
act of confirmation of 1808S, the title to the lands in question was forfeited in the 
Corporation which was then capable of taking the same, and that no legal cause 
of forfeiture has since occurred, he cannot but express his strong conviction that 
the destiny ofthe gratuity is an unfortunate one, and that it might, with the con- 
sent of the grantees be more worthily bestowed. Experience has taught that the 
monies hitherto expended cn Indian boys has in most instances been almost 
wholly lost. It is also a generally received opinion that the immediate vicinity 
of a college is a bad location for a secondary school. Young men of fortune 
combined with habits of extravagance and gaiety, are not unfrequently the in- 
mates of colleges, whose example is deleterious to boys at school. And parents 
feel a reluctance to putting their children in the way of such example, till matur- 
er years shall have given them strength and consideration to resist its influence. 
There is also, incident to youth, an involuntary feeling of inferiority in under- 
grades, when brought into immediate contact with those above them, the moral 
effect of which a considerate parent will always feel disposed to avoid., 

The building belonging to the school is old and dilapidated, having been built 
of wood in 1791, and requires expensive repairs. The funds of the school, it is 
understood, consist principally of the avails of the Scotch fund and the rents of — 
these lands. The former are given out for the proper object whether the benefi- 
ciary is sustained at the school, or in the College. There being now several 
flourishing and cherished schools in Vermont, not far distant from Hanover, if 
thi$ school be continued, the natural tendency of each will be to lessen the pat- 
ronage and depress the operations of the other. These considerations do not all 
apply with equal force to the College. And as the latter was unquestionably that 
which figured most in the publie eye, and was, to say the least, egually the ob- 
ject of the gratuity, as appears by the preamble of the grant, it is the opinion of 
the undersigned, that should the means be offered whereby this portion of the 
gratuity could be legally transferred to the object of the other, our own Acade- 
mies in the vicinity would be rather benefitted thereby, and the general cause of 
science and literature be better promoted than by continuing the fund on its 
present footing. 

The undersigned annexes to this report copies of the charter of Wheclock, and 
of the acts of the Legislatures of New-Hampshire and Vermont, before mention- 
ed, and begs leave respectfully to refer to Wheaton’s Reports, vol. page E 
or to the volume entitled, The case of Dartmouth College, page 2, where full 
copies of the charter of that College may be found. i 5

GREETING :[— | 


Know ye, that whereas Dartmouth College, and Moor's Charity School, being 
situated on the east bank of Connecticut River, have been and still are of impor- 
tant service in diffusing useful literature among mankind and through this State in 
particular ;—and whereas the Hon. John Wheeleck, Esq. our well beloved friend, 
for and in behalf of the Hon. Trustees of said College, and in behalf of said 
school, has applied, by petition, for a grant of a tract of unappropriated land, 
within this State, for himself, as President of said College and school, and his 
successors in office, and for the Trustees of said College and their successors ;— 
We have therefore thought fit, for the due encouragement, and for promoting the 
useful and laudable designs of said College and school, and for many weighty 
considerations us thereunto moving— We do, by these presents, in the name, 
and by the authority of the Freemen of the State of Vermont, give and grant the 
tract of land hereafter described and bounded, unto him the said John Whee- 
lock, as President of said school, and to the Trustees of said College, viz :— 
Beginning at the south-west corner of the township of Lyndon, being a beech 
tree markod Lyndon S. W. corner, Nov. 16, 1786, which is also the northeasterly 
corner of Danville, and running north, seventy degrees west in the northerly line 
of said Danville two miles and fifty chains to the northwesterly corner thereof, 
which is a spruce tree, marked Danville Corner, thence north, forty-three degrees 
and eight minutes west, six miles and four chains to a little beech tree, standing 
in the easterly line of Greensborough, marked Wheelock Corner July 17,.1788, 
thence north thirty-six degrees east, three miles forty-six chains and twenty-two 
links in said easterly line of Greensborough, to the northeasterly corner thereof, 
whieh is a beech tree marked Greensborough eorner, May 29, 1786, thence south 
fifty-four degrees east, five miles fifty-five chains and thirty-three links to a stake 
and stones, twelve links north thirty six degrees east from a beech tree, standing 
in the north side of a flat hil, marked Sheffield S. E. eorner, July 19, 1788, 
Wheelock *,IW, then north thirty-six degrees east two miles sixty-eight chains 
and sixty links to a stake eighteen links southeast from a spruce tree standing on 
flat land, marked Wheelock corner 1788, on the southeast side and Sheffield cor- 
ner on the northeast side ; them south six degrees and fifteen minutes east one 
mile and fifty-four chains to a beech tree marked Lyndon corner July 1, 1787 IA 
Billeymead corner 1788, being the northwesterly corner of Lyndon, then south 
twenty degrees west six miles in westerly line of Lyndon to the bound begun at, 
containing the contents of six miles square ;—And that the same be and hereby is 
incorporated into a township or precinct by the name of Wheelock, and the in- 
habitants that do or shall hereafter inhabit said town or precinct, are declared to 
be enfranchised and entitled to all the privileges and immunities that the inhabi- 
tants of other settled towns within this state do by law and the constitution 
thereof exercise and enjoy, the said Wheelock as President, and for his sueces- 
sors in office, to HAVE and TO HOLD the one moiety of said premises as above 
described, solely and exclusively for the mse and benefit of said school forever, 
and the said Trustees and their successors in office to have and to hold the 
ether moiety solely and exclusively for the use and benefit of said Dartmouth 
College forever. And the appurtenances and privileges thereto belonging and 
appertaining are hereby also granted to the President and Trustees for the pur- 
poses aforesaid, on the following conditionsland reservations, viz. that one hundred 
and fifty acres of land be reserved for the use and benefit and support of the minis-

taxes ; that is to say, so long and while the income and profits shall be actually 
applied (by the said President anc Trustees and their successors) to the purposes 
of said College and school as above expressed. `

Whereas a school was a long time since founded by the late Reverend Eleazer 
Wheelock, L. L. D. who was president or director thereof, and also president 
of Dartmouth College, which was formerly and still is known by the name of 
Moor's charity school, as well as Moor's Indian charity school, and has, since 
the death of the said Eleazer been kept up and continued at Hanover in this 
State by the Hon. John Wheelock, L. L. D. president thereof and of Dartmouth 
College, as the successor of said Eleazer as president of said College, and said 
school.— And whereas many and valuable donations and grants have been made 
of property in America for the benefit of said school, not only to the said Elea- 
zer but to the said John, the suecessor of the said Eleazer in the office of pres- 


ident or director thereof, considered as being distinet in its objects from Dart- 
mouth Cellege. 


And whereas it has always been considered that Dartmouth College and Moor's 
Charity School are different branches of the same institutien, and that the presi- 
dent of said College ever has been and ever should be the president of said sehoo!: 
And as the Trustees of said College have not considered that they have any off- 
cial right to be concerned in the application of the funds of said School ; and as 
it is the desire of the President, and deemed by the friends of the Institution ad- 
. visable that the President, in the application of the funds of said school, should 
act by and with the advice and consent of other persons,—Therefore, 


Be it enacted, by the Senate and House of Representatives in General Court 
convened, that the said John Wheelock, president of Dartmouth College, and his 
successors in office for the time being, appointed agreeably to the charter of said 
College, whether by the last will of the president preceding or otherwise, shall 
forever hereafter be, and hereby is declared to be the president of Moor's Charity 
School, and the board of Trustees of Dartmouth College for the time being shall 
forever hereafter be and hereby are declared to be the trustees of said school, and 
that said school as a eorporation, and as heretofore considered for the purposes 
aforesaid may and shall be known and called hereafter by the name of the presi- 
dent of Moor’s Charity School—and that said president with the advice and con- 
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currence of said trustees may and shall expend the issues and avails of all the 
funds and property of said school for the uses intended by the donors—provided 
nevertheless that the funds of said college and school and their proceeds shall be 
distinct and separate, and that nothing herein contained shall be considered as 
having any concern with the funds in the care of the Honorable Society in Scot- 
land for propagating christian knowledge, or as interfering with their right of in- 
spection, or as affecting any ather property belonging to said school, than such 
as has been or may be hereafter granted in America for the use and benefit of 
said school.

Whereas a grant has heretofore been made under the authority of the State of 
Vermont, and a charter regularly issued under the seal of said state, bearing 
date the 14th of June, A. D. 1785, to John Wheelock, President of Moor’s 
charity school, and to the trustees of Dartmouth College, of a township of land, 
by the name of Wheelock, the one moiety thereof to the said President, and his 
successors in office, for the sole use and benefit of said school, and the other 
moiety thereof to the said trustees, for the use and benefit of said college for- 
ever ; and whereas doubts are entertained, whether said school had a legal ca- 
pacity to take said grant, and disputes have thereon arisen ; and whereas, also, 
the said John Wheelock, in benalf of said school and college, has by memorial, 
petitioned this legislature to pass an act declaring that the president of said 
school, for the time being, with the advice and concurrence of the trustees of 
said college, may and shall expend all the avails accruing to said school, from 
the said granted premises, agreeable to the true intent of said grant.—There- 
fore, 

Secrion 1. It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ver- 
mont, and declared, that the said school, whether known and called by the name 
of Moor's charity school, or Moor's Indian charity school, and the president there- 
of of right had and has a legal capacity of taking, holding, and enjoying said 
granted premises, according to the tenor, true intent and meaning of said grant : 
—and the said grant of the township of Wheelock is hereby ratified and confirm- 
ed to the said school, and the said president thereof, and his successors, and to the 
trustees of said Dartmouth College, with all the uses therein contained, according 
to the tenor, true intent and meaning thereof. 


And it is hereby further enacted—That the president of said school for the time 
being, with the advice and consent of the trustees of Dartmouth colleze, and who 
are hereby declared to be trustees of said school, and not otherwise, may and 
shall expend all the avails accruing to said school, from the said granted premises, 
agreeable to the true intent of said grant.
